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PREFATORY NOTE. 



At the first meeting of the committee appointed to prepare 
an exhibit for the Jamestown exposition, it was resolved that the 
university could send no material that would be more significant 
and interesting than a printed list of the published work of its 
members during the first forty years of its existence. Such a 
record was accordingly decided upon, to include publications of 
graduates, and also of all members of the faculty since the begin- 
ning in 1867. 

The following bibliography has been prepared in accordance 
with this decision, and the intention has been to furnish the usual 
bibliographical details, — title, paging and date; publishers' 
names are given only when the work could not be easily identi- 
fied through the regular trade catalogue. Manuscript theses are 
included only when they represent original research, in which 
cases the names of libraries where they may be found has been 
added. The records of present members of the faculty are in- 
serted as given in the catalogue; degrees of former members are 
noted, with positions held at this university, and the years cov- 
ered; also, wherever possible, present position; degrees of gradu- 
ates are given, with present positions. When not otherwise stated, 
degrees were acquired at West Virginia university. 

The work has been made as complete as the conditions would 
permit. No index had ever been kept of the writings of the mem- 
bers of the university, and although requests were made at once 
for lists of publications, many persons have not yet replied, and 
the time has been too short to admit of repeated requests. In 
many cases, moreover, the lists sent were incomplete, and the re- 
sources at the command of the compiler did not make it possible 
to complete them. Whenever time and resources permitted, 
titles, paging and other details were verified, but in many in- 
stances volumes referred to were not in the library, and some of 
of the lists, arriving at the last moment, had to be sent to the 
printer in the form in which they were furnished by the au- 
thors, who did not always have their books and articles at hand.

It is hoped, therefore, that inaccuracies will be regarded with in- 
dulgence. Corrections and additional information will be wel- 
comed and will be incorporated in the next edition. 

The present record, imperfect as it must be, nevertheless 
fairly represents the intellectual activity of the men who have 
been trained at the university or who have at one time or another 
added to the strength of its teaching force. The committee feel 
that it is a creditable record, and that it can hardly fail to be 
of great interest to the alumni of the university and to its sup- 
porters throughout the state. They wish to thank all those who 
have contributed to the success of this undertaking by sending 
lists or furnishing other data.
